If WPA today is doing a belter job 


than it was doing two years ago— 
as its administrators firmly believe— 
it is largely because local authorities 
throughout the land have realized 
the extent to which this system 
has thrown responsibility on their 
shoulders. 


Most of them didn't realize that when 


the progrnm started late In 1935. In 
many coses, they co-operated only 
to the extent of looking hastily n- 
bout for "made work." 
Then they 


began to see the possibilities. 


Plan, Yes, nnd Pay, Too 


The town fathers might, for inst- 


ance, say; "Hey, we need a new fire 
house. 
Suppose these WPA people 


could build it? Let's try it and fnid 
out." 


So WPA would build the fire huose. 


Completed, the fire house would be 
nn obvious civic asset; so tlie town 
fathers would think of other things 
their community needed but couldn't 
iifford, and suggest them. 
If they 


thought hard and suggested wisely, 
they would get genuine benifits out of 
their WPA program—whereas the town 
20 miles down the line, which hadn't 
bothered to work out a program or 
review its list of needed improve- 
ments, would get only the hastily- 
thought-up, poorly-considered jobs its 
authorities had sugBested. 


The locality must do more than think 


however ;it must also in most constru- 
ction jobs, dig down a bit into its 
own . pocket. 


The guiding rule in WPA is to put 


to work os many men as possible \vith 
the money appropriated by Congress. 
That can't be done if very mucl 
of the money is spent on nioterils. 
Under the existing law, expenditures 
for other than labor costs must nol 
exceed 7? per man per iwonlh. 


Suppose, then, that a city wants a 


new city hall. Tlie cost of such 
building may run 50 per cent laboi 
and 50 per cent materials. In sue) 
case, WPA will agree to devote : 
siunll sum to the cost of materials 
if the city will put up the rest—plus, 
in many cases, the equipment. 


Taf on Back for Local 


Sponsors 


An indication that'more and more 


communities are willing to maki 
such'coj-,tr)butionaiof their .pwji funds, 
is found 'in the table of -expenditures 
by local sponsors, 
These expendi- 


tures have risen" 'steadily. A couple 
of years ugo they ran about 525,000,000 
n month. The average' now is $50,00,- 
000 a month. 


Major B. M. Harloc, WPA's chief 


engineer, is authority for the state- 
ment that WPA nowadays is get- 
ting a better and better type of pro- 
ject from local sponsors. 


One of the niosl favored types of 


propjccts, both with the communities 
and with the WPA authorities, is 
highway improvement. For one thing, 
there a great many secondary roads 
und back streets that need improve- 
nent; for another, the amount of mat- 
erial and equipment needed is com- 
paratively low. In addition, highway 
work is flexible, and can be expanded 
or contracted as the WPA pools rise 
and full, 


As for WPA's greatest mistakes, the 


Iwo most spectacular 'flops" were the 
Florida ship cannl and the Passama- 
quoddy dam. 
Incornpletion of these 


two projects, however, cannot proper- 
ly be charged to WPA but to the fail- 
ure to provide funds for their com- 
pletion. 


The collapse of the 51,500,000 WPA 


dam in Wyandottc county, near Kan- 
sas City, Mo., in September, 1937 was 
WPA's largest disaster. Faulty cal- 
culations were blamed for the collapse, 
which damaged beyond repair an 
800-foot strip in the center ol tlie 1445-

PARIS, France—(/1'J-^France made 


the first major move Saturday in its 
dispute with Italy over the French 
East Africa possession of Somaliland 
by rcoccupylng, unopposed, the stra- 
gclic area ceded to Italy in 1935. 


The territory faces the Strait of 


Babelmancles, vital, narrow passage- 
way through which shipping must go 
between the Red-sea and the Gulf ol 
Aden. 


The French established garrisons in 


the territory to which, they said, 
Italy had forfeited her rights. 


The French contended Italy relin- 


quished her claim first by failing to 
occupy the zone; and, second, by re- 
nunciation last December 22 of the 
1935 Laval-Mussolini accord which 
gave it to her.

VATICAN CITY, Rome, Italy— (IP)-> 


Vatican authorities announced Sat- 
urday that the conclave of cardinals 
to elect a successor to Pope Pius would 
begin the evening of February 28. 


The first session will be devoted to 


opening formalities, with the voting to 
begin the next day. 


By that time the American cardinals 


will have joined the conclave, it is 
bclicverd. 


WASHINGTON-(yp)—As a result of 


the senate military committee's row 
over secret proceedings, a transcript 
of testimony taken in its investigation 
of the sale of war planes to France was 
made public Friday, revealing that: 
President Roosevelt, at a White House 


conference, personally gave instruc- 
tions that a newly developed' war- 
plane be demonstrated for a French 
military mission. 


He did so over the protest of the War 


DeparUnent, and of Maj. Gen. H. H. 
Arnold, chief of the Army Air Corps. 


Tlie Aeronautical Board of the army 


and navy, established to control the 
demonstration or sale of military 
planes to foreigners, was not con- 
sulted. 


The French mission apparently had 


prior knowledge of the plane in 
question, a light bomber, built by the 
Douglas Aircraft Company. 


Arnold was assured that the saie pC 


such planes fo'the French would no 
be permitted to delay the pending 
administration planc-buildnig pro- 
gram. 


No military secrets were divulged to 


the Frenchmen, although that coulc 
have happened, because a single 
word was lost in the transmission 01 
a norder from Arnold to army of- 
ficials in California directing tha 
tlie plane be demonstrated to the 
mission. 


It was understood by all1 concernec 


that the demonstrations and tlie 
proposed sale were to be held 
secret. 


Transcript Issued 


The transcript, including testimony 


by Arnold, Admiral William D. Lea- 
hy, chief of naval operations; Louis 
Johnson, assistant secretary of war 
and Capt. Sydney M. Kraus of the 
navy, was handed to newsmen towarc 
tlie close of a day which saw a nev 
outbreak over whether tlie commit 
tee's hearings on matters of defens 
and foreign policy should be held sec- 
ret or not.

The keen, level eyes, the strong nose, tlie firm mouth of George Wash- 


ington probably would be quite as impressive to his fellow-men today as 
in 1796. Modern dress could not change or weaken the impression of char- 
acter that shines in this distinguished face. 


It is dangerous to guess what would be the thinking of the Father of 


His Country today if he faced a world so different than that to which he 
delivered his farewell address. One can only read his words and guess. 


Yet some of those words are so plainly applicable to today's problems, 


that the stern Washington mouth might speak them today just as it did 
143 years ago. 


He warned that only a strong union could save his country from tlie 


necessity of "foreign alliances, attachments and intrigues," and avoid 
"those overgrown military establishments which under any form of gov- 
ernment are inauspicious to liberty, and which are to be regarded as 
particularly hostile to Republican Liberty," 


He would perhaps stress again the interdependence of all parts of the 


country, tlie dangers of factionalism, and the desirability of "good faith and 
justice to all Nations," "Nothing is more essential," he said then, aVid 
might well say today, "than that permanent, iveteratc antipathies against 
pai-Uculav Nations, and passionate attachments for others should be ex- 
cluded."

"Tlie period is not far off," he prophesied, "when we may defy material 


injury from external annoyance . . . when we may choose peace or war, 
iis our interest, guided by justice, shall counsel. , . , Why forego the ad- 
vantages of so peculiar a situation? Why quit our own to stand upon 
foreign ground? . . . Against the insidious wiles of foreign influence (I 
conjure you to believe me, fellow-citizens) tlie jealousy of a free people 
ought to bo constantly awake. ..." 


Other days, other ways. Washington today would, find a different 


world in more important respects than mere dress. How would that grave 
face look upon it? We do not know. We only know that the level eyes 
would look upon today's world clearly, and sensibly, and calmly

Even in 
mild cases, therefore, it is customary 
to put the person with pleurisy to bed 
in order to prevent the spreading of the 
condition.

Route to Key West-(^>-President 
Kodsevelt Friday defended the sale 
of American military planes to France 
as 100 per cent legal and said the 
whole government had facilitated the 
transaction. He declined to comment 
on a statement that-the sale of latest 
type bombers to the French was made 
over the protest of Gen. Malin Craig, 
army chief of staff. 


When asked whether he personally 


had supervised or facilitated the trans- 
action, he "said this was true if his 
reply was prefaced by saying the 
French had an absolute right to buy 
that the sale was 100 per cent legal and 
the whole government facilitated it. 


Senator Austin, of Vermont, rank- 


ing Republican member of the Sen- 
ate Military Committee, said n Wash- 
ington that Craig had told the com- 
mittee he had objected to it on the 
ground it might interfere with the 
army's plane procurement program 
Austin corrected himself later.

Said it was not Craig, who* gave this 
testimony to the committee but other1 
army officials. 


Testimony made public by the com- 


mittee also disclosed that When Sec- 
retary Morgenthau was asked why the 
Treasury Procurement Division was 
asked to co-operate with the French 
mission seeking pknes he replied this 
was done at the request of' the presi- 
dent. 


Self-styled Experts Assailed 


Mr. Roosevelt attacked writings by 


civilians who set themselves up as 
quasi-naval and military experts and 
feed the people what he called bunk. 


He also said he had talked about 


the economic and political relations- 
between the United States and Bfa?it 
at his conference with Dr. Oswaido 
Aranha, Brazilian foreign minister in 
Washington, and added these relati6ns 
were going along very well, 


Brazil offered a grand chance for 


Americans who may want to colonize 
there, he said in response to a ques- 
tion, but explained this subject had 
not been discussed with Aranha. 


His comment on psuedo-militarist 


experts came after several magazine 
articles had been mentioned by the 
newsmen, including one to the ef- 
fect that Germany was willing to sell 
planes to all countries in order to get 


;her /actories on a mass production 
basis. This was typical, he said, of 
the bunk being handed out to the 
.American people today.
